NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 4th May, 2017 

S.O. 1403(E) .—Whereas the Central Government in exercise of powers conferred by Section 3 of the 
Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958 (28 of 1958) had declared the entire State of Assam as ‘disturbed 
area’ with effect from 27.11.1990 vide Notification S.O. 916(E), dated 27.11.1990. 

And whereas the Central Government in exercise of powers conferred by Section 3 of the aforesaid Act 
had also declared, besides other areas, the areas falling within 20 kms wide belt in the State of Meghalaya 
bordering with the State of Assam as ‘disturbed area’. 

And whereas the declaration that the State of Assam and areas falling within 20 kms wide belt in the 
State of Meghalaya bordering with the State of Assam shall be a ‘disturbed area’ under the aforesaid Act was 
extended from time to time after reviewing the law and order situation in the State of Assam and the aforesaid 
area. 


And whereas a further review of the law and order situation in Assam and the 20 kms wide belt in the 
State of Meghalaya bordering Assam indicate the following:— 

(i) The security situation in Assam continues to remain vitiated due to the belligerent attitude of the 
UG groups active in the region including ULFA (I), NDFB (S), KLO, KPLT; 

(ii) During the year of 2016 in Assam 33 persons including 4 security force personnel were killed 
besides abduction of 14 persons for ransom in 75 incidents of violence and 4 persons including 2 
security force personnel have been killed in the year 2017 in 9 incidents of violence in Assam 
(up to 28.2.2017); 

(iii) In Assam ULFA(I) involved in 22 incidents of violence resulting in death of 13 persons 
including 4 security force personnel and injuries to 56 persons including 10 security force 
personnel during the year 2016 while in the current year up to 28.2.2017 the outfit has 
perpetrated 9 incidents of violence in which 4 persons including 2 security force personnel have 
been killed; 
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(iv) Several armed modules of ULFA(I), either individually or jointly with NSCN(K) and CorCom, 
are active in several locations in Assam, particularly bordering areas of Udalguri-Darrang, 
Sonitpur-Lakimpur besides Assam-Arunachal Pradesh boundary in Longding, Tirap and 
Changlang districts; 

(v) A detachment of ULFA(I) under the command of Dristi Rajkhowa, self-styled CS, is operating 
along the Assam-Meghalaya boundary across Goalpara and Dhubri districts; 

(vi) NDFB(S) has intensified its extortion activities in areas of Kokrajhar, Chirang, Udalguri and 
Sonitpur districts. During the year 2016 the outfit was involved in 19 incidents of violence 
resulting in death of 16 persons; 

(vii) The inter-State boundaries of Assam with Arunachal Pradesh, Nagaland and Meghalaya 
continue to be used as hideouts and corridors for movement by UG cadres of all hues; and 

(viii) Assam-Meghalaya boundary, being hilly and densely forested, remains infested by UG activities 
including the detachments of ULFA(I) under the command of Dristi Rajkhowa, Garo National 
Liberation Army active in the Garo Hills, and Hynniewtrep National Liberation Council active 
in Khasi Hills, Meghalaya. 

Now, therefore, the entire State of Assam and the 20 kms belt in the State of Meghalaya bordering 
Assam shall continue to be ‘disturbed area’ under Section 3 of the Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958 
up to three months beyond 03.05.2017, unless withdrawn earlier.
